Dear Dr. Blackwell: 

In your letter to me of January 6 you refer to a plan of Mr. Eric 
Newman for making contributions to the University’s Mark Edison Research 
Fund for Hematology, You outline Mr. Newman’s plan as follows: 

"He owns a rather valuable collection of coins. In this 
collection there are mapy duplicate items for which he has 
no use. However, he has been reluctant to sell them be- 
cause he is unable to provide evidence, for tax purposes, 
as to their original cost, since many were acquired as part 
of larger collections and in exchange for other coins. 

"It occurred to him that he could contribute the excess 
coins to Washington University without the necessity of 
accounting for any possible capital gain. 

"He has offered to do so. Since he would be in a much 
better position to market these items than we, he has of- 
fered to act as our agent in selling them." 

You then ask whether I see any problems in this proposed arrangement 
and for my suggestions as to the procedure that should be followed. 

From the standpoint of the University, I am of the view that no legal 
problems of any sort are presented by the proposal, assuming only that it (the 
University) upon completion of the gift has no use for the retention of the 
coins having a value greater than that which may be realized upon their sale. 

On this point, it may readily be concluded that Mr. Newman, as an informed col- 
lector, and as you suggest, is in a better position than the University to ar- 
range for an advantageous sale of the coins on behalf of the University. 

As for Mr, Newman’s determination of the value of his gift for purposes 
of deductibility on his income tax as a charitable contribution, I, of course, 
offer no opinion, although it occurs to me that the amount obtained from the 
proceeds of the sale by the University might be persuasive. This would be so, 
particularly, if the sale is to an entirely disinterested third party, i.e,, 
one unrelated to Mr. Newman, If such a sale were made to a member of Mr, 

Newman’s family, and if the items were subsequently sold at a loss, it is

readily apparent that there could well be a basis for questioning the deduct- 
ibility of that loss for tax purposes. This, however, is simply by way of 
comment and without meaning to imply that the transaction between the Univer- 
sity and Mr, Hewman could involve a problem. 

As to the procedure to be followed, I suggest only that the foregoing 
observations be noticed in connection with Mr. Newman’s benefaction, and that 
he simply make a donation of the coins to the University (a letter would suffice) 
specifying that upon their sale the proceeds be added to and used in connection 
with the Mark Edison Research Fund for Hematology, I would think that the 
arrangements for the sale of the coins need not be covered in the terms of the 
gift but that the same could be separately agreed upon.

Dear Eric? 


Many thanks for your letter of November 10th and your prompt reply 
to my letter after your visit to Burma and Bhutan. I am sure that you 
had many letters to answer and your attention is always appreciated. I do 
hope that you have had a pleasant trip. 

As regards the many points made in your letter, I can only answer 
them as best as I can. Yes, Charlie Wormser did publish the first catalog 
of Continental and Colonial currency published in the United States. Since 
you are a collector of early Americana, he will be happy to send to you 
two copies of his "1795" catalog. 

So far as the restoration of the damaged Boyd notes is concerned, 
permit me to assure you that neither my Father or myself ever had any 
♦tftention of making any changes in the current condition of these notes. 
This is doubly true, what with the Manhattan District Attorney, the U.S. 
District Attorney and the F.B.I. all appraised of the situation and in 
various stages of investigating it. When the notes are no longer needed 
as ev(ide(lce and when their ownership has been established to the satis- 
faction of the local legal talent, they will be surrendered to their 
rightful owner. In the meantime, they are in the custody of my Father's 
lawyers . 

I readily realize that with far too few days in which to get every- 
thing done and far too much to do, that it would be very awkward to have 

to go through your photos at this time. However, I trust that you will 
realize that I am not making this inquiry out of any desire to harass you 
but from the need to avoid selling anything to which we have not, to date, 
satisfactorily settled our title. As the damaged notes are not going to be 
dealt with for many months to come, (that is, the sixteen Boyd notes) , all 
we need are the photos of the other items, particularly the New Hampshire 
items, (lots 3 11-2 , lot 119, lot 263, 337, and lots -6_98 and 699. 

These we wou lH^~ver y much^’Iike to have before the auction on December 3rd. 

In the meantime, aW inventory is being made to check for missing items 
and we hope to J^nd the lie of the land by that time. Photos a^e” 

especially need^^or lots 119, and 311-2 as these notes were either altered 

or misslisted by Walter Breen so that dates etc may be incorrectly listed.

I gather from your comments on the shipment of the Boyd materials 
that you yourself do not have any receipts showing that the material was 
returned safely to New Netherlands. Apparently, the photography, if any, 
was done here in Hew York and if the items disappeared, the fact that 
there are photos of them suggest that they were eemoved while at New 
Netherlands, rather than intercepted^ as so much has been lately, in the 
mails . 


I do not know all the facts in the matter, but it is my understanding 
that Mrs. Boyd died in 1971, that she was given the collection by her 
husband, and that so far as can be ascertained from her attorney, the

collection was sold by her to John Ford back in the mid 1960 's. My Father 'a 
lawyers are in the process of establishing whether Mr . Ford owns this 
collection, I can only say that the evidence to date and his possession 
of the rest of the collection certainly suggests that he has a strong 
claim to ownership. 

Your good wishes on the sale are much appreciated.
